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Seven artists and craftsmen from Ohio’s Western Reserve region have won 
awards in the Cleveland Museum of Art’s 55th annual juried exhibition, the 
"May Show." 

Announcement was made Monday afternoon (April 29) at a preview for the 
exhibition. The show opens Wednesday (May 1) in the special exhibition galleries 
located on the Museum’s first and second floors. 

Edwin Mieczkowski, Cleveland Institute of Art faculty member, has won 
the $1000 award in painting for his subtle acrylic, Lost Language: Olympia on 
Bellflower Road . And Hugh Kepets, Cleveland-born artist now living in New York 
City, has won the $1000 award in graphics for his finely crafted print, Beverley 
Road . Collaborator with Kepets was printer Burr Miller. 

For the second time in recent years, the sculpture award was split 
between two artists. Cleveland-born ceramist Howard Kottler, now on the 
faculty of the University of Washington in Seattle, was awarded $500 for his 
surrealist-inspired Bushel and a Peck ; and sculptor Fred Glover, $500 for his 
sensitive small bronze, Hopi Indian with Hair in Squash Blossom Style . Glover 
is a native of Cleveland, now living in Albany, Ohio. 

The award in crafts also was split this year. Gregory N. Lucic of Berea 
received $500 for his full-bodied stoneware work. Carp Pot ; and James E. 

Wilcox, Jr. of Kent was awarded $500 for his imaginative glasswork, Pair Bond 
Number 2.

The coveted Horace E. Potter Memorial Award for Excellence in Crafts- 
manship was awarded to Cleveland area designer John Paul Miller for his elegant 
Pendant -Brooch , executed in 18 carat and pure gold. 

In addition to the award winning works , 38 others have been cited by 
show jurors for special mention. 

The 1974 May Show includes 371 works by 312 artists. It was assembled 
by juries of selection, made up of members of the Museum's professional staff, 
from 2179 entries. Supervisor of this year's show is Tom Hinson, assistant 
curator of modern art. 

The exhibition will remain on view at the Museum through June 9. Many 
of the works will be for sale. 

For the length of the exhibition, the May Show galleries only will be 
open on Friday evenings until 10 p.m. The Museum is open regularly on Wednesday 
evenings until 10 p.m. * 

Two gallery talks are planned in conjunction with the show. These will 
be held at 1:30 p.m. on Wednesday, May 22, and Sunday, May 26, in the special 
exhibition galleries. 

One of the largest, and most highly regarded regional exhibitions in the 
country, the Cleveland May Show has been held each year since 1919, excepting 
1970 when construction was being completed on the Museimi's new educational wing. 

Entry in the exhibition is open to artists and craftsmen who live in the 
13-county Western Reserve area of Northeast Ohio, or who were born in Cuyahoga 
County. Eligible works are limited to those completed during the year preceding 
exhibition entry.
